James Marston Fitch, Professor of 
Architecture ot Columbia University 
graduated from The University of Ala- 
bomo, and the School of Architecture 
at Tulone University in New Orleans. 
His professional experience includes: 
Draftsman and designer, Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, Demographic Researcher, Ten- 
nessee State Planning Commission, 
Nashville, Housing Analyst, Federal 
Housing Admin’stration, Washington, 
D.C., Weather Forecaster, U.S. Army 
Air Forces, Associate Editor, Archi- 
tectural Record, New York, Technical 
Editor, Architectural Forum, Architec- 
tural Editor, House Beautiful, Lecturer, 
School of Architecture, Columbia Uni- 
versity, Associate Professor of Archi- 
tecture, Columbia University and Pro- 
fessor of Architecture, Columbia Uni- 
versity.
